The mother gave 
her name as “Mrs. Fuller” without 
furnishing an address. This name is 
believed by Superintendent Johnson 
to have been fictitious. 

A deluge of telephone calls was re- 
ceived, both at Grady hospital and 
at the Georgia Baptist orphanage, 
from persons desiring ‘to adopt the 
child following the story Monday 
morning in The Constitution. A num- 
ber of prominent Atlantans and also 
several persons from out of the city 
signified their desire to give little 
“Geneva” a home.

A surprise came late today, in the 
form of an objection to Mr. Grabte’s 
argument for increases based on a 48 
cents an hour minifidm. The issue 
was brought forward by Dr. A. P. 
Neal, representaive of the sontheast- 
ern roads, who declared that Mr. 
Grable had no right under the trans- 
portation act to” base his argument 
on this basis. 

No Demands Made. 

“The men have not in any case 
submitted to individual roads under 
my representation a demand for an 
increase in wages based on 48 cents 
an hour minimum,” declared Dr. Neal. 
“Instead, in all conferences between 
the managements of the roads of the 
«sutheast and the maintenance of way 
representatives, the scale ranging 
from 36 1-2 to 48 cents an hour wa 
discussed. Under. the provisions of

One 
interesting fact shown was that al- 
though the population o? tne city has 
just about doubled since the system 
was installed in 1893, the consump- 
tion. of water has become ten times 
the figure for that year.

The people generally do not fully 
‘comprehend the national peril 
‘threatening this country by reason 
sof the coal and railroad strikes. 

Fuel and transportation are as ¢s- 
sential to industry as food is essen- 
tial to the human body. 

Industry is as essential to the wel- 
‘fare of all the people as clothing is 
essential to their backs to keep them 


warm. 

The settlement of the coal strike 
‘means but little to industry if the 
product of the mines cannot be 
transported. 

The stopping of trains, therefore, 

would produce an economic cata- 
clysm that will touch every industry, 
every counting room and every 
‘home in: America. 
That the men and their families 
who are directly interested in the 
trades concerned are the only peo- 
ple affected is a great mistake. 

Every line of trade and commerce 
‘and industry is affected by the rule 
of interlinked business, one depend- 
ing upon another. — 

Every individual is affected not 
only economically by the same chain 
of interlinked interests, but per- 
sonally eby the deprivatipns and 
hardships that such a condition 
would entail, and without respector 
of person, or of conditions of posi- 
tion or wealth. 

if the railroads were forced to 
bank the fires in their locomotives 
for a month millions of people in 
the populous centers of America 
would starve to death; and other

Right now, when the gardens are 
blooming and the weather is mild 
anc the buildings are heatless, it 
‘seems impossible that such condi- 
tions could ensue under any circum- 
stances.

Time and again, this particular cor- 
ner has been sought—but the family 
will not sell. Their money motto seems 
to be: “We buy, but we never sell.” 
And this it has been for more than a 
hundred years, I am told. Meanwhile 
the world grows up about their prop- 
erties. They sit tight. : 

In time, however, this monied 
estate will melt back into the hands of 
the many—though not for year and 
years.

IS NEURITIS RHEUMATIZ? 

The sciatic nerve is the largest 
nerve in the body, as large around as 
your finger, and it extends from the 
lower segments of the spinal cord 
down behind the hip joint and on 
down the back of the leg. Inflamma- 
tion of the sciatic nerve is called sci- 
atic neuritis. Old timers called it sci- 
atic rheumatiz. About once a month 
I still receive letters from sufferers 
who declare they have sciatic rheuma- 
tiz settled all over their bodies. The 
sciatic is a large and generous nerve, 
but it doesn’t go to the shoulders or 
the ears. 
the hip, thigh and leg. 

Neuritis (nerve inflammation) isn't 
just a pain or ache, as a good many 
deluded mortals have been led to im- 
agine. It isn’t an exclusive or fash- 
ionable complaint, as some folk sup- 
pose. Jt is fairly new, to be sure, 
having been split off the “rheuma- 
tism” scrapheap and furbished up for 
diagnostic use only thirty years ago, 
or thereabout. And it isn’t particu- 
larly nice to have, in any sense of 
the word nice. Neuritis is just as 
vulgar as a boil and a long sight sorer. 
Tt isn’t merely an attack of neuralgia 
(nerve pain) given a special dignity 
because of the victim’s prominence or 
importance. It isn’t here today and 
gone tomorrow; like poor relations. 
When neuritis pays you a visit it 
stays the limit and then some more. 

I do not propose to give the symp- 
toms of neuritis here. If I should 
attempt to do a lot of readers would 
presently develop a “touch of neuri- 
tis” as alibis or for sympathy’s sake. 
I do not conceive it to be my proper 
function to teach people how to be 
sick. But I can and will tell the com- 
mon causes of neuritis—inflammation 
of any or many of the nerves of 
the body. 

1. Alcohol, in temperate, moderate 
or excessive drinkers. 

2. Lead, in industrial lead poison- 
ing, and sometimes from accidental 
chronic lead poisoning, as from the 
use of hair dyes or complexion pow- 
ders containing lead. 

©. Focal infection, that is. the 
germs are harbored in septic foci such 
as diseased tonsils, silent abscesses 


under root canal fillings in the teeth, } 


infections in men or women. 

4. Direct extension of inflammation 
to the nerve from a neighboring joint 
or other structure which is inflamed. 

®. Direct injury to the nerve by 
wound or blow. 

6. Pressure upon the trunk or root 
of the nerve by a tumor, for exam- 
ple, or by a cervical rib (a super- 
numerary rib sometimes growing 
above the first rib in the neck). 

The old timers used to include 
among the causes of neuritis “expos- 
ure to cold,” which absurdity they 
found handy to cover the numerous 
cases in which they were unable to 
assign the actual cause. | 


I have said enough to take the pride 


and joy out of neuritis, though I could 
Say much worse things about the 
causes. I have said enough, however, 
to indicate to any person with com- 
mon sense that neuritis isn’t rheu- 
matiz although for the matter of that 
I still don’t know any more than I 
ever knew about what rheumatiz is. 
Anyhow it isn’t neuritis in the popn- 
lar sense of the term. yet the con- 
ditions are strangely alike in respect 
to their causation, aren’t they?

By reason of an act passed by the 
general assembly in 1920 “continuing” 
the “term” of the office of commis- 
sioner of pensions “until otherwise 
provided by the general assembly,” 
there is a great deal of speculation as 
to how, and for how long, a successor 
to Commissioner John W. Lindsey, 
who died Saturday, may be appointed 
or elected. 


The situation is made the more com- 
plicated by the fact that Colonel] Lind- 
sey, evidently’ not construing the 1920 
act as a legislated life tenure until the 
assembly “otherwise provided,” had 
qualified for: renomination in the 
forthcoming primary, September 13; 
and the entries closed without any 
opposition to him. 


His name, therefore, is on the state 
ballots that are now being printed by 


the state executive committee for dis-| 


tribution through the various coun- 
ties; and no other name for the posi- 
tion held by him appears. 

- a & - 


The general statutes of Georgia pro- 
vide for the election of a commissioner 
of pensions just as all other state- 
house officers—as for governor, com- 
missioner of agriculture, commissioner 
of labor, and so on. 

The term is fixed at two years, be- 
ginning with the fourth Wednesday 
in- June following the preceding fall 
election. 

The statute provides that in the 
event of death or removal or resigna- 
tion of the incumbent the governor 
shall appoint a successor to serve “the 
unexpired term”’—the election of a 
successor at the regularly succeeding 
elections to proceed in order, of 
course, and such a successor to take 
the oath upon the expiration of the 
current term. 


With such a statute standing with- 
out complication by the 1920 act, the 
whole situation as to a successor to 
Colonel Lindsey would be simple 
enough. 


Governor Hardwick would by law 
appoint a commissioner to serve until 
June 27, 1928; and the state executive 
committee would quickly open the 
entries, according to its precedent set 
in the recent death of Judge Hill, of 


the court of appeals; or, if physically 
unable to do so by reason of the 
shortness of time, there being little 
more than two weeks until the date 
of the primary, such aspirants as 
sought the office would be asked to 
enter the general elections without a 
primary nomination, the committee 
absolving such entrants from any 
stigma of primary bolting by citing 
the circumstances, and putting its ap- 
proval upon the procedure. 


But there stands the 1920 act, re- 
pealing all acts in conflict, which has 


the merit of brevity and the dis- 
tinction of ambiguity. 

It reads as follows:: 

“Be it enacted by the general as- 
sembly of the state of Georgia, and it 
is hereby enacted by the authority of 
the same, that on and after the pas- 
sage of this bill the term of the office 
of commissioner of pensions shall con- 
tinue to exist until otherwise provided 
by the general assembly.” 

That is all there is to it. | 

Now, the term of the office is two 
years, as fixed by the general statutes 
governing statehouse offices. 

Was the 1920 act intended to pre- | 
clude a possible longer tenure for the 
commissioner of pensions until the 
, legislature “provided otherwise?” That 
is not probable, because it would have 
been unnecessary and irrelevant legis- 
lation. 


'- Did it mean that the office of com- 

missioner of pensions could not be 
abolished “until provided by the gen- 
eral assembly?’ Hardly, because that 
would have been equally as unneces- 
sary and irrelevant. 

Did it mean that the commissioner 
of pensions should hold his office in- 
definitely, without a new commission 
every two years, as required hereto- 
fore, and as required of other state- 
house officers? 

Undoubtedly. But even in that 
event, which will necessarily take an 
official opinion of the attorney gen- 
eral to establish, the question arises 
as to whether it applied only to the 
commissioner then incumbent, who is 
now dead,.or to any commissioner to 
be appointed or elected to succeed 


him. ”

Of course, for the moment, and 
until] proper time following the burial 
of the late commissioner, these inter- 
esting questions are not being official- 
ly considered around the capitol. 

Within the week, however, they will 
be considered seriously; and so long 
as Colonel Lindsey himself did not ap- 
parently construe that he had been 
legislated a life tenure consistent with 
the approval.of the assembly, it is 
probable aspirants will seek to get on 
the ticket for the primary for the 
13th of September. . 

This may be possible through the 
printing of a supplementary ticket, 
and, as said, the precedent was set 
when Judge Hill died after the entries 
had been closed, and the state com- 
mittee reopened, and qualified Judge 
Bell and Judge Harper as candidates. 

In that event, Governor Hardwick 
would probably wait until after Sep- 
tember 13, and appoint a primary 
nominee, 

The only thing certain as to the 
1920 act is that, in keeping with many 
other acts of recent legislatures, it 


is indirect, indefinite and wholly 
ridiculous as written and passed.

And they carry 
signs around their necks announcing 
that they are truly war invalids— 
not shams. 

The news venders, too, are all old. 
There are few newsboys in London. 
The newspaper sellers are encased in 
bulletin boards like the American 
sandwich men and in flaring posters 
they announce the leading news ar- 
ticle of the hour. For instance, in 
screaming red type one reads: “Kent 
vs. Surrey. Result.” Or: “Actress 
Rohbed in Clapham Chambers.” 

The difference between the Strand 
and Broadway is that as in all other 
parts of London it is deserted by 
10:30. By 11 one sees only the Eng- 
lish bobbies loitering about on the 
corners,

upon which my window overlooks is 
filled with children. An old street 
musician with a wheezy portable or- 
gan which he plays with one hand 
while he blows a cornet held by the 
other is rendering “When You and 
I Were Young, Maggie.”

I tossed him two 
small coins, which the children picked 
up and promptly handed to him. He 
stood ‘and bowed and as an encore 
played the organ with both hands and 
sang “Bertie, Me Lad,” a  coster 
song, and his voice was as sweet, 
rome and clear as any I have ever 
eard.

Alvarez for the 27th commission of 
the institute which approved it at an 
executive session held in Paris from 
July 31 to August 3.

Joel Hurt Urges

That the present plans of the Spring 
street viaduct call for an elevation 11 
feet higher than the Forsyth street 
bridge and should be modified to con- 
form with other structures crossing 
the railway tracks, was the assertion 


Monday of Joel Hurt, prominent At- 
lanta capitalist and civic leader, in 
a statement to the bridge committee 
of the bond commission. 

Mr. Hurt also asserted that the 
floor elevation of the present viaduct 
over Forsyth street was approximate- 
ly five feet higher than was neces- 
sary. He urges lowering of this 
bridge in fthe event plans to close 
the Forsyth street underpass mate- 
rialize. ! 

“If the Spring street viaduct is 
constructed aceording to present 
plans,” Mr. Hurt declared, “the floor 
wifl be 11 feet higher than the floor 
of the Forsyth street viaduct and 
will be a permanent eye sore as well 
as a great obstruction to traffic be- 
cause of its excessiye elevation. It 
will involve the expenditure of mil- 
lions of unnecessary horsepower. 

“For every ‘ton that passes over 
the Forsyth street viaduct three horse- 
power of excess energy must be ex- 
pended. With more than 1,000 ve- 
hicles per day crossing the viaduct 
it is easily seen that the waste of 
horsepower runs into the thousands 
daily.”

An Efficient Receiving Antenna. , 

The usual amateur receiving station employs an antenna system 
which is grounded through the receiving set and has a fundamental wave- 
length in the vicinity of the wavelength it is desired to receive. For 
example, in receiving broadcasts transmitted on 360 meters a single wire 
| from 75 to 150 feet long is employed. 


The type of receiving antenna here 
described may be several hundred feet 
long, even for use on amateur wave- 
lengths.

ous sections, so that. the current 
which flows .into the receiving set 
L M is equal to the summation of these 
ength in Meters. small additional amounts of current. 

If it is assumed that the signal wave from station (T) is moving 
che antenna a current will be induced in the end of the antenna and 
wili move along the antenna in wave form toward the opposite end of 
the wire. if the rate at which the wave travels through the wire is the 
same as the rate at which it travels through the ether (space) the cur- 
rent will gradually increase as it approaches the receiver (R) at the 
end of the wire. This is because the waves in the wire and in the space 
adjoining the wire travel along in phase and the wire is continuously 
absorbing energy from the ether wave. It appears from this explanation 
that the jonger the receiving wire is the better signals will be in the 
receiver, but if this idea is followed out by lengthening the antenna a 
point is finally reached where no further increase in the current in the 
wire is created due to the excessive losses in th wire itself. It follows 
therefore that the lower the losses are in the antenna the longer the wire 
may be which will still increase the signal strength. 

If the constants of the circuit are such that the current in the wire 
does not travel at the same velocity as the wave in space, then the two 
waves will add at some points in the wire and further along the wire 
they will be in opposition to each other, resulting in a decrease in signal 
strength rather than an increase. The receiving set, in this instance, 
should be located at the point where the adding effect of the two waves 
will be a maximum which will be at any one of the points of maximum 
signal strength represented by the peaks. 

Curve 1 in the figure shows how the signal strength increases with 
increase in the length of the receiving wire until the point is reached 
(where the curve flattens out) where the losses in the wire are so great 
that the current does not continue to build up.

Battling Budd saved his greatest 
tight for his most difficult assign- 

ment and thoroughly thrashed Mel 
Coogan, of Brooklyn, lightweight con- 
tender, through ten rounds of splen- 
did milling at the Auditorium last 
night. 

Budd won because he pumped a 
hard left into Coogan’s face time aft- 
er time in every round.

Budd first robbed Coogan of any 
effectiveness, then proceeded to pop 
his left into the Brooklynite’s rather 
handsome ceuntenance.

Sourd Optimism’ Prevails 


Among Business Men 
Despite Strike Effects 


In spite of “serious affectation” by both the rail and coal strikes, four 
out of nine lines of business under investigation by the sixth district 
Federal Reserve bank in this district show an increase in sales during 
the month of August, according to The Monthly Business Review issued 


by the bank yesterday. 


Shortage of coal supplies in south- 
ern industries, together with an in- 
crease in the railroad _rollingstock 
which is out of commission due to the 
shopmen’s strike, is held responsible 
mainly by the officers of the Atlanta 
Federal Reserve bank for the decline 
in the five re naining lines of business 
under investigation by its research de- 
partment. 

The outstanding feature of the na- 
tional situation, according to the re- 
view, is the sound optimism which 
business men in all lines are muin- 
taining, despite the effect over the 
country of the strikes. Constant high 
activity, in many lines, is being main- 
tained, the report states, despite the 
very evident lab : disturbances. 

A summary of the report of the 
six.) district follows: The — strike 
situation has been the principal factor 
affecting the business and industrial 
situation during the past. month. 
Both, the coal strike, and the conse- 
quent serious reduction in the supply

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STILL UNSETTLED 


ciated Press.) —The reparations com- 
mission met again today in an effort 
to reach a unanimous agreement re- 
garding the German request for a mo- 
ratorium on her indemnity payments. 
At™the end of several hours of dis- 
cussion, the British and French view- 
points were widely at variance, with 
the Italians and Belgians merely 
trying to find some one of a num- 
ber of proposals suggested which 
would meet the ideas of France and 
Great Britain. 

Two projected solutions were dis- 
eussed. One of them was known as 
the Belgian plan and the other was 
an amplification of a last-minute sug- 

gestion offered by Germany just be- 
fere Sir John Bradbury and Eugene 
Mauclere, British and French mem- 
bers of the commission, left Berlin for 
Paris last week. 

The Belgian plan has been unoffi- 
cially offered as a means of prevent- 
ing a break between England and 
France on the reparations issue. Un- 
der its terms Belgium would accept 
long-term notes in place of the re- 
maining cash payments due this year, 
amounting to 150,000,000 gold marks. 
As a guarantee of ultimate payment 
of these installments, Germany would 
deposit 210,000,000 gold marks from 
the reserve of the Reichbank in the 
Bank of England. . France has not 
definitely declared herself on this pro- 
posal. England and Italy already 
have approved of the proposition. 

The German plan would meet Pre- 
mier Poincare’s demand for allied 
control of German state mines and 
forests by a guarantee to France of 
the products of these resources dur- 
ing the period of the moratorium. 
Faliure to promptly deliver the stip- 
‘ulated timber and coal would result 
in the seizure of certain mines which 
would be designated in the agreement. 
British approval is behind this‘ ar- 
rangement, which is regarded as giv- 
ing France the productive guarantees 
she seeks without actually turning 


over political control of the mines 
and forests,
